Some ‘indifference’ 
locally a concern

A committee of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops has 
adopted the first draft of a proposed 
pastoral letter on Hispanic ministry for 
the Church in the United States. A 
second draft, based on reaction to the 
first, will likely be considered by the full 
bishops’ body at their annual general 
meeting in Washington, scheduled this 
year for Nov. 14-17. 


Called The Hispanic Presence: Challenge 
and Commitment, the 7,500-word 
document was prepared by an ad hoc 
committee on Hispanic affairs chaired by 
Bishop Ricardo Ramirez of Las Cruces, 
N.M. Concluding that the U.S. Church 
has been ‘‘slow to read the signs of the 
times,’’ the draft goes on to say that 
present challenges in Hispanic ministry 
might be more easily addressed if the 
Church had paid more attention to them 
in the past. 


HOW WELL the document’s 
conclusions and recommendations fare 
under the scrutiny of the main body of 
bishops this fall remains to be seen. But in 
terms of many of the draft’s specifics, the 
Diocese of San Diego would seem to get 
fairly high marks, said Anxiety Bishop 
Gilbert E. Chavez... oo ens 


Bishop Chavez, rector of St: “Joseph 
Cathedral and vicar for Spanish-speaking 
Catholics, listed two problem areas, not 
mentioned in a synopsis of the first draft, 
that cause him concern here in San 
Diego: an indifference toward, and 
misunderstanding of, Hispanic culture by 
non-Hispanic Catholics; and among 
Hispanic Catholics themselves, a slow 
response toward self-renewal in the light 
of the Second Vatican Council.

Abortion, discipline 
the Mansour issues

The overriding issues in the case of 
Agnes Mary Mansour, former member of 
the Sisters of Mercy of the Union, were 
abortion and Church discipline, 
according to Auxiliary Bishop Anthony J. 
Bevilacqua of Brooklyn, N.Y., who was 
appointed by the Vatican as its delegate in 
resolving the dispute. 


Bishop Bevilacqua sent material, 
including a chronology of events in the 
Mansour case, to his fellow U.S. bishops 
July 7. A synopsis of the documents 
appeared in The Catholic Standard and 
Times, Philadelphia archdiocesan 
newspaper, July 21. The full material 
later was provided to NC News. 

MS. MANSOUR, director of the 
Michigan Department of Social Services, 
was given a final choice May 9 by Bishop 
Bevilacqua, acting on behalf of the 
Vatican, that she either resign her job 
with the department, which administers 
abortion funding, or face dismissal from 
her Religious community. Ms. Mansour 
instead chose dispensation from her 
Religious vows and thus retained her state 
government post. 

Her decision capped a several-month- 
long disagreement involving herself, the 
Vatican, the Sisters of Mercy of the

Briefs 


DISOBEDIENCE? — Girls continue to 
assist at Mass in the Chicago Archdiocese after 
Cardinal Joseph L. Bernardin sent out a 
directive banning ‘‘girls acting as altar 
servers,’’ according ‘to reports from some 
Chicago parishes. Responding to questions 
raised by Chicago priests, Cardinal Bernardin 


in early July wrote that ‘‘as regards the — 


question of girls acting as altar servers, there 
are directives from liturgical documents which 
exclude this practice.”’ 

ADOPTED — The Junior Catholic 
Daughters of the Americas, meeting in Baton 
Rouge July 20-24, voted to adopt Covenant 
House of New York as the beneficiary of its 
national charity for the next two years. The 
JCDA, which includes young people from the 
United States and the Caribbean, agreed to 
focus its attention on the shelter for young 
runaways operated by Franciscan Father 
Bruce Ritter. 

‘WITHDRAW’ — Fifty Latin American 
bishops have asked all ‘‘foreign powers’’ in 
Central America to withdraw and to ignore 
requests from governments and opposition 
groups to intervene in the region, Vatican 
radio reported July 27. The Jesuit-run radio 
station said the bishops made their appeal in a 
document approved in Bogota, Colombia, 
during a preparatory seesion for a meeting of 
the Latin American Bishops’ Council. 

‘PROTECTING’ — A British court has 
ruled that doctors can prescribe contraceptives 
for girls under 16 without their parents’ 
consent or knowledge if it ‘‘is in the best 
interests of the girl in protecting her from an 
unwanted pregnancy and the risk of a sexually 
transmitted disease.’’ 

SHORT STAY — Pope John Paul II plans 
to spend less than 29 hours in Lourdes and 
Tarbes, France, during his Aug. 14-15 trip, 
the Vatican announced July 28. The schedule 
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released at the Vatican showed that, except for 
a meeting with President Francois Mitterand 
of France, a Socialist, the Aug. 14 visit to 
Tarbes will be dedicated to religious events. 

FAITH REMAINS — Almost all of the 
Catholic Church in Cambodia has been 
destroyed, said Bishop Yves-Georges 
Ramousse, head of the new Vatican office for 
promoting the Church’s apostolate to 
Cambodians. ‘‘What could be destroyed was; 
only the faith in the hearts of people was not 
destroyed. That they couldn’t destroy,’’ the 
bishop said July 26 during a visit to 
Washington as a part of a tour of the United 
States. 

ART START — Cardinal Joseph 
Bernardin of Chicago celebrated the arrival of 
the Vatican art exhibit in Chicago with an 
ecumenical prayer service, asking that the 
exhibit “‘be a source of grace and blessing for 
all who come to it.”’ 

TIGHTER — The Polish government 
announced plans to move ahead with a series 


of laws to further restrict demonstrations and’ 


dissidence and tighten censorship controls. 
The government’s move, scheduled for 
consideration by the Polish Parliament, in 
effect would extend powers temporarily 
relinquished when the government lifted 
martial law July 22. Cardinal Jozef Glemp, 
the Polish primate, had opposed the 
restrictions and won a temporary delay, but 
the government refused to scrap the 
legislation. 

CONGRATULATIONS — The Canadian 
Conference of Catholic Bishops has 
congratulated the U.S. bishops on their war 
and peace pastoral, calling the document 
““thoughtful, courageous and prophetic.’’ The 
president of the CCCB said the bishops will 
encourage their people to read and study ‘‘this 
milestone in mankind’s search for peace.”’ 


MARRIED PRIESTS — American 


Catholics favor permitting priests to marry 
and continue functioning as priests, according 
to a Gallup Poll released July 25. The survey 
showed that 58 percent of U.S. Catholics said 
they favored married priests, while 33 percent 
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were opposed to them and nine percent did not 
offer an opinion. 

‘PROGRESS’ — Since the U.S. bishops in 
1978 promulgated a plan of action for family 
ministry, ‘‘considerable progress has been 
made in the way we prepare our couples for 
marriage,’’ according to Bishop J. Francis 
Stafford of Memphis, chairman of the U.S. 
Catholic Commission on Marriage and Family 
Life. His comments: followed the release of 
results of a marriage preparation study 
undertaken by Catholic University’s National 
Center for Family Studies. 


POOR FUND — A new loan fund has been 
started by 25 Religious orders in New York, 
New Jersey and Connecticut to make loans at 
below-market rates to projects which will aid 
the area’s poor. It is called the Leviticus 25:23 
Alternative Fund, based on the Scripture 
verse, ‘‘The land shall not be sold in 
perpetuity; for the land is mine, and you are 
but aliens who have become my tenants.”’ 


HANDICAPPED — The Catholic bishops 
of England and Wales have approved 14 
guidelines for allowing mentally handicapped 
children to receive Communion. ‘‘Provided an 
appropriate faith can be discerned,’’ mentally 
handicapped people should be allowed to 
receive communion, the guidelines stated. The 
guidelines also recommended that the 
discernment of faith belongs first to the 
parents, who need the advice and support of

‘NEW HEART’ — ‘‘From a new heart, 
peace is born,’’ is the theme of the 1984 World 
Day of Peace, the Vatican said July 26. The 
Vatican said Pope John Paul II chose the 
theme to stress his belief that conversion of 
hearts is ‘‘the basic path toward the attainment 
of peace.’’ 


NEW BUSINESS — The Associated 
Catholic Charities of the Baltimore 
Archdiocese is getting into the oil business — 
heating oil for the needy, Archbishop William 
D. Borders of Baltimore announced. The 
archbishop said it is the first time the Church 
has entered ‘‘the oil business on behalf of the 
poor.’’ The ACC plans to sell up to a million 
gallons of home heating oil this winter to poor 
families at less than market prices. 


RESETTLEMENT URGED — The 
United States should resettle as many 
Indochinese refugees as possible, Auxiliary 
Bishop Anthony J. Bevilacqua of Brooklyn, 
N.Y., said. He urged the U.S. Immigration 
and Naturalization Service to consider the 
Indochinese political, not economic refugees. 
As chairman of the Migration and Tourism 
Committee of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops, the auxiliary led a 
delegation to refugee camps in Thailand, the 
Philippines, Hong Kong and the Portuguese- 
administered territory of Macao. 
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Abp. Quinn defends 
‘just war: BUT...

SAN FRANCISCO (NC) — The just 


war theory has never been more timely, 
Archbishop John R. Quinn of San 
Francisco told a group of Catholic 
educators at the University of San 
Francisco. 


Speaking on the U.S. bishops’ pastoral 
letter on war and peace, Archbishop 
Quinn said that the just war theory forms 
the basis for the pastoral and that the 
theory ‘‘is not obsolete at all.’’ 


“‘THIS HAS been part of 15 centuries 
of Church teaching,’’ he said, ‘‘and its 
basic premise is that there must be some 
reasonable hope of success in waging a 
war. What hope for success is there with 
nuclear arms?”’ 


He spoke of the ‘‘firebreak’? — the 
area between conventional warfare and 
nuclear war — and said that ‘‘the more 
we talk about winning a nuclear war the 
more we narrow the ’‘firebreak.’..We 
begin to get nearer to the idea of actually 


- waging a nuclear war.”’ 


Archbishop Quinn told educators in the 
Institute for 
Leadership program that ‘‘the most 
important part of the bishops’ letter 
concerns the construction of peace. We 
must create a psychology of peace and if 
we really want that we need a whole new 
order in international economics and 
politics.”’ 


THE ARCHBISHOP said the bishops 
chose to deal with the issue because it is a 
moral and religious question as well as a 
merely military or technological one. 


“‘T hear over and over again that the 
bishops should stay out of these kinds of 
questions, that they know nothing, that 
the Church should not be involved in 
‘polities,’ the said. 

But ‘Rucle - touches the whol 

ut nuclear war touches e whole 
created order ‘‘and we have the power to 
destroy that created order. This touches 
on God’s plan for what he has created,”’ 


the archbishop said. 


PEOPLE MUST resist 
which makes it seem that nuclear war is 
winnable, he continued. ‘‘It is the same 
kind of depersonalizing language used by 
those who favor abortion. They say 
‘fetus,’ for example, not ‘baby.’ I know of 
no expectant mother who refers to her 
unborn child as ‘the fetus.’ 


‘In the nuclear debate, the facts are 
that the short-term effects of a nuclear 
blast are immediate destruction; the long- 
term effects of famine and radiation 
poisoning, the effects on soil and water 
and on the food chain are incalculable.”’

Catholic Educational: 
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Marriage Encounter leaders hear McBrides

UNIVERSITY CITY — The first lay 
persons ever invited to participate in a 
bishops’ synod in Rome were not 
“‘tokens,’’ and neither were they window 
dressing for the deliberations of pope and 
cardinals. 


“Our experience with the Synod (of 
Bishops on Marriage and Family) showed 
us that more and more...Rome is making 
the effort to tune into the grassroots 
church and they know they need to,” 
Barbara McBride told » Marriage 
Encounter leaders gathered July 30 at 
Our Mother of Confidence Church for a 
day of renewal. 

MRS. McBRIDE. and her husband, 
Dr. Richard McBride, are Long Beach 
residents’ who were the national and 
international -coordinating team for 
Worldwide Marriage Encounter. When 
their term expired in 1980, they were 
appointed to the Synod of Bishops on 
Marriage and Family. 

Pope John Paul II faced some 
-opposition for his idea of including laity in. 
a synod, ‘‘but he prevailed and we were 
chosen as one of-16 couples involved,’’ 
Mrs. McBride-said. : 


Each couple was allowed to speak for- 
eight minutes — the same amount of timé 


given the bishops. The synod bishops: 


convinced the McBrides that the Church 
leaders know as best as they can what it 
means to be married. ‘‘It was incredible 
to see how in touch the bishops are with 
married people,’’ Dr. McBride said. 


THE SYNOD resulted in the 
formation of the Pontifical Council for 
Family which is made up of 20 ‘‘member 
couples’’ — including the McBrides — 
and a ‘‘president’s council’”’ of five non- 
voting bishops. The voting power is given 
solely to the married couples. 


The McBrides, who have been married 
23 years and have five children age 2-19, 


_ archbishop said people in the position to 


detonate a nuclear weapon must ask 
themselves moral questions. 


“BLIND OBEDIENCE cannot 
excuse those who yield to these 
instructions,’’ he said, ‘‘and such actions 
must be condemned as heinous crimes. 
This is a long-standing element in the 
moral teaching of the Church. You can’t 
do an immoral act by command. In 
modern times, the Nuremburg trials 
certainly addressed that issue.”’ 


Archbishop Quinn said that the issue of 
deterrence is perhaps a false issue. 


‘‘This idea of deterrence reaches the 
point where “it begins to be counter- 
productive. How many of these weapons 
are enough? Already we have far too 
many.”’ 

“WE ARE all living like mutual 
hostages in this world,’’ he said, ‘‘with 
this kind of weaponry available.’’

clearly understand Humanae Vitae and 
were therefore unable to teach it properly. 


THE ARCHBISHOP suggested that a 
theological commission be formed to 
study the document and translate it into 
understandable language. 

The press jumped on the issue and 
“‘misinterpreted and misquoted’’ 
Archbishop Quinn, Mrs. McBride said. 
One headline said, ‘‘U.S. Bishops 
Challenge Pope on Birth Control.” 


Those incidents convinced the couple 


that Catholics must have ‘‘informed’ 


minds’’ and should not just rely on the 
secular media. ‘‘We can’t consider 
ourselves real Catholic 


evangelists...unless we are willing to put . 


our money where our mouth is’’ to buy 
Church publications, Mrs. McBride said. 
Catholics, she noted, must accept the 
responsibility of asking for corrections 
when a newspaper errs. 


MOTHER TERESA of Calcutta sat 
right in front of the McBrides throughout 
the synod. Mother Teresa was allowed to 
speak for 33 minutes and she did not have 
to submit a prepared text as the couples 
and bishops were required to. 


Mother Teresa ‘‘humbly’’ looked 


down most of the time while she said a 
holy priest should live, eat, worry, pray, 
laugh and cry with his people. But she 
said, the only way to have holy priests is 
to have holy bishops who live, eat, laugh 
and cry with their priests. 

The whole experience of attending the 


synod and watching Mother Teresa 
showed Mrs. McBride ‘‘what an honest- 
to-God belief in your mission can do.”’ 


WHEN THE time came for the 
McBrides to address the synod, ‘‘We 
were not nervous. We were worried that 
we wouldn’t get on,’’ Dr. McBride said. 
The Synod had ended at exactly the same 
time each evening, but at the last 
gathering the time was extended so all the 
couples could speak. 


“‘T don’t think we ever spoke with such 
conviction in our life...It truly was the 
greatest honor we ever had to speak ‘you’ 
to the Church,’’ Dr. McBride said. 


The ‘‘most special day’’ of the 
McBride’s married life came at the end of 
the Synod when the pope invited the 
couples to attend Mass in his private 
chapel. After the 7 a.m. Mass he asked- 
them to join him for breakfast. ¥ 


DURING THE two-and-a-half hour 
meal the pope asked their opinions on the 
synod. ‘‘He just sat and listened to 
us...We found him to be an extremely 
warm, compassionate and sincere man 
and he really listened,’’ Dr. McBride 
said. 


Proof that the pope listened attentively 
at the Synod can be found in Familiaris 
Consortio, the document he wrote based on 
his experience at the Synod, and Dr. 
McBride suggested that Familiaris 
Consortio and Seattle Archbishop 
Raymond G. MHunthausen’s pastoral 
letter on. matrimony should be the 
“‘Bibles’’ of Marriage Encounter leaders. 


About 150 people attended the 
Marriage Encounter Day of Renewal at 
which the McBrides spoke. Leaders from 
Nevada, Utah, Arizona and California 
gave presentations. Mass was offered by 
Msgr. John Dickie, head of the diocesan 
RENEW office.

Court’s recent ruling makes 
amendment our only route 


The U.S. Supreme Court’s recent decision limiting the 
right of state and local governments to place réstrictions on 
abortions reaffirmed what we have known all along — 
passage of a constitutional amendment is the only route to 
changing the nation’s legal policy on abortion. 


Of all the words written to explain the recent ruling, one 
sentence in the majority opinion is the key: ‘‘We...affirm 
Roe vs. Wade.’’ Roe vs. Wade is the landmark 1973 
decision which established the legal policy on abortion and 
brought the so-called ‘‘right to abortion’’ under the 
protection of the U.S. Constitution. The high court’s 
reaffirmation of the Roe decision makes it clear that no 
fundamental change is in the offing — at least under the 
present court. 


The constitutional right question is the key in this whole 
legal debate. With every decision since 1973, the Supreme 
Court has not rejected this. With its most recent ruling, the 
high court underscored it even more. 


Some legal scholars will argue that the high court has 
never said there is a constitutional right to abortion, as 
such. The 1973 decision was based on the right of privacy, 
and from this comes the woman’s right to abortion, they 
contend. Technically they may be right. -For all practical 
purposes, however, there is such a right. Changing this 
legal policy involves negating that such a constitutional 
right exists. 

Thus. the task facing those of us who believe that the 
Supreme Court was wrong in placing the right to abortion 
under the protection of the Constitution is to continue to 
work for a constitutional amendment that would restore 
legal standing to the unborn. 

This means gaining support in Congress to get the 
required ‘two-thirds vote in the House and Senate to 
approve a constitutional amendment to be submitted to the 
states for ratification. At present, there do not appear to 
be enough votes in Congress — but we must continue to 
work until passage is attained. 


Efforts in Congress must be paralleled by public 
education. The citizenry must be better educated about 
what is at stake in abortion, and why the present legal 
policy must be changed. 


In this respect, we must assemble all that medical 
science, the Judeo-Christian ethic and logic can supply to 
convince people in this country that there is human life in 
the womb. 


The task of securing passage of such an amendment 
belongs to all who believe that civilized society exists to 
protect human life — be it young life in the womb or aged 
life in a hospital bed or nursing home. 


We don’t end life casually — or we shouldn’t. We don’t 
put one life at the convenience or whim of another life — or 
we shouldn’t. 


The task of gaining a constitutional amendment gives 
Catholics a concrete way of putting their faith into action. 
As the U.S. bishops’ pastoral plan for pro-life activities 
says: 

“In every age the Church has faced unique challenges 
calling forth faith and courage. In our time and society,

Cast off the darkness 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II again led 
prayers for a missing Vatican teen-ager at his weekly general 
audience July 27. 


“Once again, a ‘Hail Mary’ for the missing, kidnapped girl of 


the Vatican, Emanuela Orlandi,’’ he said before reciting the 
prayer with 35,000 people at the end of the audience in St. 
Peter’s Square. 


It was the seventh time in less than a month that Pope John 
Paul had commented on the disappearance of Emanuela, a 
Vatican employee’s daughter who has been missing since June 
22. The first papal appeal for word on the girl’s fate came July 3. 


The latest papal prayers for Emanuela, 15, came a day after 
the Vatican dedicated the annual celebration of St. Anne’s feast 
day to prayers for Emanuela’s safety. 


Pope John Paul, who is vacationing at his summer residence in 
Castelgandolfo but returns to the Vatican for his Wednesday 
audiences, did not attend the special services at the parish 
Church of St. Anne’s within the Vatican walls. 


But his vicar general for Vatican City, Bishop Pietrus Canisius 
Van Lierde, asked God to “‘give Emanuela back to the little 
church of Vatican City.”’ 


In the English portion of the audience, the pontiff said: 


In the reading from Scripture we have listened to, St. Paul 
exhorts us with the words: ‘‘Let us cast off deeds of darkness and 
put on the armor of light. Let us live honorably as in daylight.”’ 
In the mystery of the redemption, we have received the grace to 
“cast off deeds of darkness’’ and to walk in the light of Christ. 
For the fruit of the redemption is the interior freedom and ability 
to fulfill the commandments of God. We are no longer slaves to 
sin. Our redeemer has won for us the freedom to live the truth in 
love.

‘Fingerprints of the Divine’ 


Fascinated by the stars, by the universe in which our tiny earth 
is but an infinitesimal speck, recently I was delighted to find an 
article in the June issue of the National Geographic entitled ‘“The 
Once and Future Universe.’’ The pictures and graphics 
accompanying the article sent me ‘‘into orbit.’’ 


Fifty or sixty years ago scientists thought our Milky Way 
galaxy, made-up of hundreds of billions of stars rotating in a 
spiral fashion, was the entire universe. Today we know it is only 
one of billions of galaxies. 


Just beyond the Milky Way scientists have located galaxies in 
every direction and have determined that our own Milky Way is 
part of a loosely bound cluster of some 20 galaxies, which they 
call ‘the Local Group.’ All of these galaxies are moving in 
apparently random paths but are held together by gravity, even 
as the universe expands. 


Our ‘Local Group’ or cluster is part of a ‘local supercluster.’ 
Some of the other clusters contain thousands of member galaxies. 
One such cluster, Virgo, is some 50 million light-years away 


- from us and is near the center of our supercluster. 


In whatever direction scientists look and listen into deep space, 
they are detecting clusters of galaxies and superclusters, all 
moving away from us. Near the horizon of deep space quasars 
and the glow of radiation ‘can be seen. The brightest quasars are 
emitting energy of hundreds of galaxies from apparent sources 


‘far smaller’ than our Milky’ Way. The farthest quasars are 


running away from us at more than 90 per cent the speed of light.

We hear so much today about the human need to die 
with dignity — or, for that matter, to live with dignity, 
that I wonder if the phrase is not becoming rather facile. 
By that I mean whether or not we give much thought to 
just what it means. Reflecting recently, it occurred to me 
that perhaps it would be more appropriate to speak of 
living or dying with grace — gracefully, graciously. 

Dignity implies self-respect and the recognition of one’s 
need to receive respect. Grace takes us a step further. For 
Christians, grace and gracefulness must mean more than 
elegance and a pleasing symmetry of form and 
graciousness — more than kindly condescension or a 
superficial refinement of manners. 


FOR US grace signifies the movement of the Spirit of 


God within us and the activation of all that is good and © 


desirable. One definition of grace is ‘‘mercy and pardon”’ 
which translates to compassion and forgiveness. 
Graciousness, I think, is the quality in which all the 
virtues converge — where truth and kindness fuse, where 
gentleness and strength are one and charity and love 
really do prevail. 

By the same token, ungraciousness is the deposit of all 
those resentments and’ angers, envies and jealousies, all 
the disrespect and hostility and falsity with which our 
human relationships are plagued. Grace should permeate 
one’s whole personality and color each response. It is a 
condition of being that is natural and unaffected. 


Graciousness makes the difference between people. It 
was this in Jesus that marked Him as different.

a gracious life, gracefully 


with authority and firmness, it is true, but in an 
unfailingly gracious manner. The only exceptions arose 
when He was roused to anger by blasphemy or 
intransigence and then it was not the subjective, vengeful 
anger that destroys but an objective intolerance of evil 
with the ability to cauterize and heal. 


THERE WAS the graciousness of His Mother, Mary, 
that dictated the unerring ‘‘rightness’’ of her response. 
We may not immediately think of the forerunner of Jesus 
as gracious, although I don’t know why not. John the 
Baptist must surely have been a man of remarkable grace. 
His humility, itself a manifestation of grace, was integral 
to his ministry. He assumed a secondary role gracefully, 
although at the height of his popularity. Without any sign 
of envy, he was able to accept diminishment and eclipse 
and see in the commencement of Jesus’ mission, the 
rightful end of his own. 


Despite his own success, he was able to rejoice when his 
followers left him for Jesus and exult at His growing 
supremacy and power. There is a message for us in that 
— as there is in all gospel events. We would do well, 
William Barclay comments, ‘‘to remember that it is not to 
ourselves that we must try to attach people but to Jesus 
Christ. It is not for ourselves that we seek the loyalty of 
men, but for Him.’’ 

For us, gracious living and dying means an existence in 
which Jesus is the center and love and forgiveness are a 
way of life and not merely sometime virtues. It is the 
Christ-ian quality that attracts us in people like Francis of 


Assisi, Pope John XXIII, Mother Teresa and many 
“‘ordinary’’ folk who make an indefinable difference in 
our lives. 


A GRACEFUL life or death cannot be other than one 
with dignity and self-respect. Centered as it is on Jesus, 
such a life cannot be deprived of these qualities by the 
attitudes or indifference of other people. Grace is soul- 
deep and will endure through any indignities, abuses or 
neglect others may inflict. It is not dependent on anyone 
or anything but Christ. 


A gracious life — a graceful life — does not mean 
silver teapots and quiet leisurely days, although it may 
include them. It does not mean the observance of 
conventional niceties, although it may include them, too. 
It does not mean a pleasant and charming manner 
although it surely must also be that. It means one in which 
the transforming grace of Jesus Christ acting within us 
may raise us to become more than we are and, at the same 
time, enable us to think less of ourselves, so that we are 
less vulnerable to wounding or depression and despair. 


It is a way of living in which, like John, we decrease 
that He may increase even as we grow to be more like 
Him and more one with Him in mercy and pardon and 
compassion, conscious always of the special favor and 
generosity of God. 


Summertime and the Pastora 


Don’t be surprised if it takes more than a little while for 
the pastoral on peace to get around, to be preached, to be 
discussed.

Moral Perspectives

Boundary of Life — 


On April 15, 1982, a week-old Down’s syndrome baby 
died in Bloomington, Indiana, ‘‘infant Doe.’’ Along with 
Down’s syndrome the boy also suffered from 
tracheoesophagal fistula; involving a deformed esophagus 
that prevented him from eating and drinking normally. 


The parents decided against repairing this latter 
condition, thus allowing the child to starve to death. 


THE HOSPITAL sought a judicial order to allow the 
operation but the parents won in the lower courts. While 
this decision was on appeal to the U.S. Supreme Court, 
the’ baby died one week after its birth. 


This death caused a new federal regulation by the U.S. 
Department of Health and Human Services, which 
requires all maternity and obstetrical wards and nurseries 
that receive federal funds to post signs declaring that 
discriminatory failure to feed such infants is prohibited by 
federal law. 


This case, carefully analyzed, leads to these moral 
conclusions: ? 

FIRST: Livesaving interventions ought not to be 
omitted for institutional or managerial reasons; nor for 
the inability of a family to cope with a disabled baby. 

Why? The gift of life cannot be made to depend on the 
emotions or financial capacities of the parents alone. 

SECOND: Lifesaving interventions may not be 
omitted simply because the baby is retarded. 


THIRD: Life-sustaining interventions may be omitted

Even in air-conditioned churches, homilies are shortened 
to allow people and priest to enjoy summer Sundays. 


The Pastoral has to contend with the summer 
disappearances in the present Church. The final portion 
of the document was issued June 10, 1983. The total text 
is now available, but it is long, it is ‘‘nuanced.’’

Summer guest appearances of certain 
luminaries here and there, including visiting dignitaries 
from Rome, have long been scheduled. Universities and 
colleges conduct summer seminars and workshops on 


topics fixed last fall. 


After Labor Day the machinery starts moving again. 
Programs will be set for November and early next year. 
Lecturers will be, or are being booked for spring 1984. 


or withdrawn only when there is excessive hardship 
combined with poor prognosis: e.g., repeated cardiac 
surgery. 


FOURTH: Life-sustaining interventions may be 
omitted or withdrawn when it becomes clear that expected 
life can be had only for a relatively brief time and only 
with the continued use of artificial feeding. 


There is, then, an important ethical distinction 
between prolonging death and sustaining life. 


Catholic moral theology insists} therefore, that a person 
has the right to refuse treatment in situations where 
medical intervention only prolongs dying or merely 
sustains biological life. 


THE CASE of Infant Doe? Under these moral 
guidelines, it seems to be a situation of compassionate and 
well-meaning homicide. 

Some further principles on this issue might be gleaned 


from a document of the Sacred Congregation of the 
Doctrine of the Faith, May 5, 1980: 


1. The sufferings of a sick person must be alleviated. 


2. A SICK person must receive the best possible care so 
that he or she might sustain true human dignity. 


3. The spiritual needs of a sick person must be 


addressed, so that faith is aided and true hope is 
promoted. 


The Catholic establishment acts just like the secular one. 
It must bow to the heat, to summer rhythms, to time off, 
to necessary periods of recreation. 


IF THE peace pastoral is so important, why not get 
right to it? Because time off is not bad. First of all, it is 
necessary because it’s good for health, mental and 
physical. It is salutary because it teaches us to respect our 
bodies and minds by recreation. Is it virtuous? Yes. If it 
allows us to come back refreshed, renewed in spirit anu 
ready to take on the next set of-challenges, 1.€4 the Peace 
Pastoral. e 


Then we can begin in earnest. The letter will require all 
our will and talent to present it, carefully, soberly, and 
aware that.these are serious matters to which all must 
attend. The Council in Jerusalem brought together 
decision-makers to meet new challenges from the Gentile 
churches. That plotted a new course and began to change 
Church history. The message then had to be taken back to 
Antioch, to be read, discussed and become ‘“‘policy.’’ 
That’s what we can do about the Pastoral. But not now, 
maybe in the fall. 


4. Death is not to be artificially postponed by the undue 
use of medical means. 


5. WHEN THERE is reasonable hope for recovery, all 
medical means are to be used. 


At this point in the discussion, it is helpful to clarify 
what is meant by ‘‘no-code.”’ 


Orders not to resuscitate (or no-code) refer to orders by 
the attending physician (normally) that if a patient suffers 
cardiac or respiratory arrest, cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation (CPR) should not be attempted. 


IN SUCH A case, the patient will almost inevitably die 
immediately. In fact, some would prefer to say that the 
patient had died, due to cardiac arrest, and is being 
revivified, or resuscitated. 


Why would such a decision be made: i.e., no code? 


The ethical grounds are based on the sound judgment 
of the physician that the patient’s death from his or her 
primary disease is imminent and that further treatment 
for this disease is futile. 


TO STATE this from another point of view: All 
persons who experience unexpected cardiopulmonary 
arrest for any cause and who are not known to be 
terminally and irreversibly ill should be resuscitated.

LA JOLLA — From the ‘‘messy’’ environment of pre- 
schoolers making muffins to the quiet ambiance of older 
children bent over computers, this has not been a boring 
summer for some of the youths of the diocese. 


“‘Jesus Joy For All,’’ a week-long vacation Bible school 
held in late June at All Hallows parish, each morning 


brought together 32 pre-school through second grade | 


children. 
“‘IT WAS really a messy week,”’ said Ginny Osgood, 


director of religious education for the parish. The children 


made banners, stained glass cookies, Scripture books, 
stencils, bread and muffins. They stenciled ‘“‘Jesus ve 
For All’ on T-shirts. 


Each session began with prayer and_ included 
storytelling, arts and crafts, exercise, Scripture lessons, 
games and songs. 


The idea for the week ‘“‘grew out of the need for , 


something after Sunday pre-school ended and the Sunday 
babysitting shut down,’’ Mrs. Osgood said. When she 
announced the idea of a summer program for pre-school 
to sixth graders, most of the response came from the 


younger grades, so the program was restricted to those 
children. 


FOURTEEN MOTHERS volunteered to staff the 
Bible school. ‘‘It was a very satisfying week. The response 
working with those 14 mothers was very rewarding to me. 
And to see those children loving to come — I was really 
touched,’’ Mrs. Osgood said. 


Instead of the usual summer camp fare of singing 
around a campfire, some children snuggled up to the glow 
of a computer terminal for classes held at St. Vincent de 
Paul and St. Charles Borromeo parishes. 


Each parish hosted three-week programs for children 
on Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays from 9 a.m. to 
noon, and in the evenings for adults. The Summer 
Computer Program was a project of the Quantum Leap, 
a business owned by 19-year-old St. Vincent de Paul 
parishioner John Watson. 


FOR EVERY 10 parishioners enrolled in the program, 
the parish earned a computer. St. Charles Borromeo 
School already has computers, so ‘the pastor there 
declined the offer of computers and reduced the cost of 
registering in the classes. Thirty-four people from St. 
Vincent’s and 50 from St. Charles signed up. 


‘ “It’s kind of an intense class because we don’t have 
h much time. There’s a lot packed in,’’ said Rosemary 
1 », Watson, a St. Vincent School teacher who was an aide in 

her son’s computer program. 


Even though the students did not get to play games on 
the computers, ‘‘They really enjoy it and they can’t wait 
to get their hands on the computers,’’ Mrs. Watson said. 


MARIANNA ELEDGE, who will be an eighth grader 
in the fall at St. Vincent’s School, said she took the class 
because she thinks she’ll need the background in high 
school at the Academy of Our Lady of Peace.

EL CENTRO — A member of St. James parish who 
has been chosen to lead Catholic Community Services’ 
operation in the Imperial Valley will focus his efforts on 
personnel organization, fundraising and starting new 
programs, he predicted. 


Dr. Gustave Ehrentraut, 55, is a retired Navy 
personnel counselor and a licensed therapist. As a senior 
correctional officer in a New York naval prison, he 
developed programs and then had to find funding for 
them. 


AFTER WORKING 22 years for the Navy he 
volunteered at the Crisis House in El Cajon and at the 
Insight Counseling Center in Lakeside.

The dire need in Imperial County, evident in its May 
unemployment rate of 34.7 percent, does not frighten Dr. 
Ehrentraut. ‘‘If there are problems there, I expect to get 
in there and straighten things out,’’ he said. 

DR. EHRENTRAUT; who began work for CCS Aug. 
1, said he is a Catholic who is ‘‘firmly committed to 
helping my fellow man.’’ He loves the thought of working 
for the Church, he said. 
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PARISH SUMMER CAMP — It’s not a swim in the 
lake or sitting around a campfire at night or any of the 
other usual summer camp fare, but this student took 


every other day because, ‘‘Not only is that the most 
brilliant time for children to learn, but then they have 
some free time so they can absorb their lessons.” 


The response was encouraging, John said. Next year 
he’ll run the camp on a larger scale — offering more 
advanced classes and possibly some in a language other 
than BASIC. 


“FUN ’N’ FAITH” is the summer activity and 
religion program at St. Pius X Church in Chula Vista. 
Parochial school students, CCD children and non- 
Catholics in grades one through seven attended the four 
days of films, music, refreshments and craft-making. 


‘There are so many things you can do in the summer 
that you can’t do during the year. There just isn’t time,’’ 
‘Lois Richards, CCD coordinator, said; she also serves as 
chairman of the Diocesan Pastoral Council. 


Students took home a craft each day — something they _ 


had made that was ‘‘not just a hunk of junk,’’ Mrs. 
Richards said. The candles, banners, small boats and 
other goods the children made were reminders of the 
themes of Fun ’n’ Faith. 


NEARLY 80 children attended the Chula Vista 
program. Twenty adults and teenagers volunteered to be 
staff members. 


An ecumenical Bible school for the churches of 
University City was hosted this year by Our Mother of 
Confidence Roman Catholic Church. Each morning for 
two weeks in July, children of five different 
denominations gathered for the same lessons. 


About 130 children from ages 3-11 attended. Twenty 
adult volunteers from each of the churches served on the 


staff. 


“JESUS — JOY For All’’ was the theme, so a “‘Joy 
Center’? was constructed to house activities such as 
storytelling, play acting, Christian games. and 
demonstrations of crafts. ‘

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R.C.s at WCC meeting mark ecumenical progress

VANCOUVER, British Columbia 
(NC) — Although the Catholic Church is 
not a member of the World Council of 
Churches, Catholics were present and 
active at the WCC’s sixth assembly July 
24-Aug. 10 in Vancouver. 


Catholic presence at the worldwide 
ecumenical gathering, held every seven 
years, symbolizes the dramatic progress 
which has taken pace since the Second 
Vatican Council encouraged Catholic 


participation in the ecumenical 
movement. 
OFFICIAL. CATHOLIC 


involvement at the sixth assembly stands 
in marked contrast with its almost total 
absence in 1948 when the WCC was 
founded in Amsterdam, Netherlands, and 
in 1954 when the Vatican’s Holy Office 
forbade Catholics to be present when the 
council met at Evanston, Il. 


In 1954, a ‘‘monitum’’ (warning) from 
the Holy Office, now the Congregation 
for the Doctrine of the Faith, prohibited 
Catholic participation. The Vatican 
believed such involvement would give the 
impression that the member bodies of the 
WCC were truly churches and were 
therefore co-equals of the Catholic 
Church. 


Since Vatican II, however, the Church 
has reversed its previous anti-ecumenical 
stance. It has become an active, indeed 
even aggressive, ecumenical partner with 


the members of the WCC. 


THE VATICAN Secretariat for 
Promoting Christian Unity has appointed 
18 ‘‘delegated observers’’ to attend and 
participate in the assembly sessions, but 
they have no voting power on official 
actions. They participate in the various 
“‘cluster groups’’ which bring reports and 
recommendations to the floor of the 
assembly for official action. 


Father John F. Hotchkin of the U.S. 
bishops’ Committee on Ecumenical and 
Interreligious Affairs, Sister Mary Motte 
and Paulist Father Thomas Stransky of 
Oak Ridge, N.J., comprised the Catholic 
delegation from the United States. 


In addition to the Catholic delegated 
observers, the papal presence has been 
evident at the WCC assembly. 


ON JULY 25, Archbishop James 
Carney of Vancouver delivered a message 
from Pope John Paul II to the Rev. Philip 
Potter, general secretary of the WCC. 


Archbishop Carney was introduced to 
the assembly by Father Pierre Duprey, 
secretary of the Vatican unity secretariat 
and a guest of the assembly.

Cursillo enters new stage, delegates told 


ST. LEO, Fla. (NC) — The Cursillo 
movement in the United States is entering 
a new stage of engagement with the 
world, its top leader told the national 
Cursillo Encounter. 


“For the last 25 years we have been 
renewing Church structures — the parish 
and the family,’’ said Gerry Hughes, the 
Cursillo movement’s executive director. 

“NOW WHILE we will continue with 
that emphasis, we are redefining our role 
in terms of transforming the world,’’ -he 
added. . 

“If you are not out to change the 
world, then the world is out to change 
you,” he said. © 

The fifth national Cursillo Encounter 
drew more than 800 Cursillistos (Cursillo 
members) from all 50 states to St. Leo 
College in St. Leo July 20-23. 


ARISE, A _ Cursillo-developed 
evangelization program which originators 
claim has a 50 percent success rate, was 
unveiled at the encounter. 


The meeting also heard calls to keep 
‘personal relationships’? with Christ 
open to other people and to become part 
of a transnational ‘‘community of 
conscience.’ 

The Cursillo is a spiritual renewal 
movement imported to the U.S. from 
Spain in 1957. 

MORE THAN 500,000 people in the 
United States have taken part in Cursillo 
weekends, according to Hughes. 

“We are not growing numerically as in 
the 1960s but we are growing in depth 
and understanding,’’ Hughes continued. 

“It is easy to practice faith if you live in 
a Christian community, but we spend 
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most of our time with our neighbors and 
fellow workers,’’ he said. 


A GROUP of Cursillistos from the St. 
Petersburg, Fla., Diocese created the 
ARISE evangelization weekend to reach 
out to the 82 million unchurched people 
in the United States, Roy Deeb, one of 
the ARISE developers said. 


“‘The Cursillo (weekend) is not a 
proper instrument for evangelization,’’ 
Deeb said. ‘‘We needed more tools, a 
non-threatening way of reaching the 
unchurched.”’ 


_ The two-day ARISE program includes 
times for prayer and presentations on 
ideals, formation of community, the 
Church, piety, study and action. At one 
point during the weekend a speaker tells 
why he is a Catholic. 


THE HIGH point of the weekend, 
according to the developers, is when 
participants open letters from Cursillistos 
who have been praying for them. 


Eight ARISE weekends have been 
conducted by the developers since 
February 1981. Of the 120 people who 
have made the weekend, 60 have become 
Catholics, Deeb said. 


The developers see ARISE as a bridge 
to the Rite of Christian Initiation of 
Adults, the catechumenate. 


“THERE ARE no failures,’’ Bill 
Kirsch, an Arise team member, said. 
““The Church now has many friends — as 
well as some converts.”’ 


Cursillistos from 40 dioceses signed up 
to use Arise after the presentation at the 
encounter. 


The encounter participants also 
attended workshops on pastoral planning, 
communications, prayer and Scripture.

THE FIRST two days of the 
encounter were devoted to exploring the 
spiritual adviser’s role in Cursillo groups. 


‘“*You must say that I choose to base my 
whole life on a personal relationship with 
Christ,’’ Father David Knight of 
Memphis, Tenn., said during a workshop 
on piety. 

‘A relationship means interaction,’ he 
continued. 


‘HOW MANY people do you work 
with that you never communicate with 
except in cliches?”’ he said. “‘If you are 
not affecting someone’s life, then you are 
not interacting with Christ.”’ 


Father J. Bryan Hehir, director of the 
U.S. Catholic Conference’s Office of 
International Justice and Peace, praised 
the Cursillo’s social ministries in an 
address and said, ‘‘The Church stands for 
human dignity.” 

He added that the Church does not 
violate the constitutional separation of 
church and state by speaking out on 
moral issues like abortion or nuclear war. 


“‘As Catholics we agree with the 
separation,’’ he said. 


‘“*THE CHURCH asks no favors but 
when a major social institution doesn’t 
address major social problems it has said 
something,’’ he added. 

Ultimately, the Church is called to be a 
community of conscience active on the 
local, national and ‘‘trans-national’’ 
levels, Father Hehir said.

““YOU HAVE affirmed our common 
belief that Jesus is the crucified savior, the 
redeemer of all, the lord of life...the risen 
Christ, whose oneness with us in all things 
but sin has established the dignity and 
worth of every human being,’’ the pope 
continued. 


Ecumenical gatherings like the WCC 
meeting, the pope said, ‘‘bear witness to

Above all, it impels us to constant prayer

Citing his worldwide pastoral visits, the.’ 
pope said that his contacts with 
representatives of WCC’s member 
churches as well as their own visits with 
him at the Vatican ‘‘have advanced the 
cause of Christian unity.”’ 


Many Catholics also participated 
unofficially in the WCC assembly. 


BISHOP REMI de Roo of Victoria, 
British Columbia, an outspoken advocate 
of the rights of the unemployed in Canada 
and of the poor in Latin America, 
represented the Canadian hierarchy at the 
dedication of the Ploughshares ~ 
Coffeehouse for Peace and Justice on the 
campus of the University of British 
Columbia, site of the WCC meeting. 

Also, the clergy and laity of St. 
Sacrament Catholic Parish in the 
Vancouver area scheduled a worship 
service and led the 900 delegates in 
prayer.

study, prayer and contemplation for his 
weekly homilies at St. Francis Church in. 
Vista. 


‘‘Preaching is a ministry. If that’s your 
primary ministry, you should spend 
many hours with it,’? Deacon Mueller 
explained. 


ALL THE men felt called to the 
diaconate: it was an idea or feeling that 
‘“enawed at’? Deacon Corrao; the 
‘*release’’? of the Holy Spirit in Deacon 
Mueller’s life led the charismatic Catholic 


ae tadhe diaconate; his respect for the clergy 


and desire to become a member of it 
encouraged Deacon Robbins to advance 
beyond his ninth-grade education in 
preparation for the diaconate. 


Deacon Robbins was 20 years in the 
Marine Corps, but he was ‘“‘restless’’ to 
work for God. He now thinks God 
wanted him in the service so he would 
earn a pension that would allow him to 
serve full-time for the Church after 
retirement. 


Upon retirement he moved to San 
Diego and quickly entered the permanent 
diaconate program; he supported himself 
and his family as an orderly at Centre 
City Hospital, and was ordained in 1978. 
He first served part-time as deacon at St. 
John of the Cross Church in Lemon 
Grove and part-time as a_ physical 
education teacher at the parish school. 


“IT WANTED to work full-time as a 
deacon. In fact, my whole philosophy in 
the diaconate was to be full-time,” 
Deacon Robbins said. To accomplish 
that, he eventually quit teaching and took 
a part-time post at Ascension parish. 


Being a deacon at two different 
parishes did not leave him much time for 
a home life, so when he was offered a full- 
time position at Ascension beginning in 
June of this year, he agreed. 


The ex-Marine counsels,  baptizes, 
witnesses marriages, leads Rosary and 
graveside services, conducts funerals, 
visits homes, helps with marriage 
annulments, preaches once a month, 
assists at all the Masses, leads a 
Wednesday evening Eucharist service 
and teaches instruction and convert 
classes. 


HE MINISTERS more than 40 hours 
a week, but ‘‘that’s out of choice,’’ he 
said. To avoid ‘‘burnout,’’ he plans to 
take a day a week off, but for now he is 
happy with his schedule. ‘This is the only 
job that I’ve ever had that I’m not too 
eager to leave and I’m happy to get back 
to it,’ Deacon Robbins said. 


Because he is a family man, (his wife is 
Pauline, his children Anne, 21, and 
Marc, 14) Deacon, Robbins has had to 
learn to set priorities. ‘“That’s the reality 


of a full-time deacon — establishing 
priorities. My priorities are God and my 
family,’’ he said. 


He feels lucky to have a supportive wife 
and family and to be serving the Church. 
“‘T am what I am because God chose me 
to do this and I love Him. I know that 
God is my employer. I wake up every day 
and realize that I’d better do a good job 
for Him.”’ 


DEACON JACK Corrao left the 
‘‘stressful’’ environs of General 
Dynamics’ Convair division: he was 
ordained in June 1979 and retired from 
Convair four months later. He expected 
to spend his.early retirement part-time at 
St. Vincent de Paul Church and to work 
part-time in his sister’s bakery. 


But his pastor, Msgr. Peter Mimnagh, 
had other plans and hired him full-time, 
which pleased Deacon Corrao 
immensely. ‘‘When I was going through 
my formation, I did not want to be a 
weekend deacon,”’ he said. 


He first thought of becoming a deacon 
when he was one of the diocese’s first lay 
eucharistic ministers. A few years later he 
made a Cursillo. ‘‘I have to say the 
Cursillo turned my life around.”’ 


HE ENTERED the deacon program 
and quickly discovered the importance of 
setting priorities. Deacon candidates were 
told to favor their family, job and the 
diaconate (in that order), but Corrao 
found that to be a success in the program 
the order had to be diaconate, family and 
job. 

“TI found my family was coming 
second,”’ he said. He and his wife, Helen 
Mary, have four girls and a boy ages 34 to 
21. Now he is more ‘“‘sensitive’’ to his 
family, he said. 


“JT think I’m working more hours now 
than when I was working for General 
Dynamics, but it’s a different kind of 
work, When you’re working for the Lord 
you don’t get tired as easily,’’ he said. 


HIS PARISH work includes parish 
administration, pre-baptismal classes, 
marriages, baptisms, graveside services, 
counselling, being a core chairman for 
RENEW, and keeping the church 
calendar. He preaches at all the Masses 
once every three weeks. 


“‘T get the reward from service. If I 
think I can help somebody, I don’t care 
who it is or what I have to give up, it’s 
worth it to me and my wife backs me up

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is ‘‘more of an introduction into the 
general needs of Hispanics at the present 
moment.’’ And even those needs, he 
added, may well change over the next two 
decades, when the U.S. Hispanic 
population will grow to 40 million 
persons. 


“‘THE DOCUMENT tries to unite all 
Catholics to participate in the growth and 
development of Hispanics,’’ said the 
bishop. ‘‘By ourselves there are things it 
would be impossible to accomplish, but as 
a Church, as acommunity, much can be 
done.”’ 


Non-Hispanic Catholics must 
appreciate the fact that ‘‘we can be one 
people, one nation’’ while still allowing 
for a pluralism in cultures, said Bishop 
Chavez. ‘‘All Americans can love their 
country without deserting the traditions 
of their country of origin. And the same 
holds in the Church and in matters of 
faith.”’ 


‘European culture is quite different 
from Latin American culture, and many 
Europeans were willing to give it up when 
they came to America. But the Latin 
American people make the choice to 
retain their culture and that should be 
respected.”’ 


DELIBERATE ‘“‘indifference’’ to- 
wards another cultural tradition is at least 
‘‘philosophical discrimination,’’ said 
Bishop Chavez, and in a time of anger or 
frustration can lead to overt hostility. But 
while he finds no ill will within the diocese 
towards Hispanics, instances of 
insensitivity towards them and their needs 
can be just as damaging. 


_ The draft calls for adequate provisions 
for worship in ‘‘the first languages of the 
people according to the traditions and the 
customs of the people being served,’’ as 
well as the presence of Hispanic liturgists 
on diocesan commissions, noted Bishop 
Chavez. 


_‘‘Forty out of 90 parishes in the diocese _ 


try to give some form of Spanish services 
or liturgy...but there is much need for 
improvement. We need: to grow and 
progress, and what was satisfactory 10 
years ago is not satisfactory at the present 
time. Separate materials, from time to 
time, which deal with the liturgy 
exclusively in Spanish would be a great 
help.”’ 

THE DRAFT recommends that 
priests engaged in ministry to Hispanics 
enroll in Spanish language courses, and 
there are diocesan requirements that 
priests undergo at least some Spanish- 
language training after ordination, noted 
Bishop Chavez. But he feels that at least 
“ta taste’? of Spanish during seminary 
formation would be of help during later 
language study. 

The draft asks that Hispanic 
permanent deacons develop their 
preaching skills in general and ‘‘be called 
on more often to exercise their ministry of 
the Word.’’ But of the half-dozen 
Spanish-speaking deacons in the diocese, 
noted the bishop, only two were actually 
ordained for the diocese, and only one of 
the two is Mexican-American; none serve 
in the Imperial Valley. More Spanish- 
speaking deacons are needed, 
acknowledged the bishop, but vocations 


on that,’’ he said. 


He loves his preaching role. 
‘‘Sometimes I really give it to them,’’ he 
said, chuckling. He admitted he doesn’t 
worry about ruffling feathers with his 
homilies. 


HIS FAVORITE ‘“‘job’’ is leading 
people into the faith and into reading the 
Bible. ‘‘I think I get my greatest joys from 
instruction...You can’t know Christ until 
you read scripture and follow those three 
years of (Jesus’) ministry,’ Deacon 
Corrao said. 


The diaconate is a way of life for 
Deacon Robert Mueller of Vista. “‘It 
sounds corny, I suppose, but it’s really a 
way of life,’’ he said. 


The 42-year-old deacon and his wife,

depend upon an awareness of the role of 
deacons among the Spanish-speaking 
themselves. 


The San Diego diocese essentially 
duplicates all English religious education 
and catechist formation programs in 
Spanish, noted Bishop Chavez, already 
meeting this important item in the draft. 
“‘But we’re years behind in the formation 
of our laity,’’ he said. 


THE DRAFT takes a hard view at 
efforts by Protestant ‘‘sects’’ to 
proselytize Hispanic Roman Catholics in 
an ‘‘anti-ecumenical manner,’’ which 
‘‘divide(s) the Hispanic peoples and their 
families with their preaching in an anti- 
Catholic spirit which can hardly be said to 
emanate from the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ.”’ 


The problem facing the Catholic 
Church is a serious one, acknowledged 
the bishop. ‘‘For every lay Catholic 
catechist or evangelist there are 10 
Protestant ministers,’’ said Bishop 
Chavez. ‘‘We have to face the fact that we 
are losing ~thousands of Catholic 
Hispanics because there is no one to help 
them understand their faith by knocking 
door to door or offering some other form 
of spiritual nourishment.”’ 


The draft deals with matters of social 
justice, all the more important in this 
diocese because of the common border 
with Mexico, and the large numbers of 
illegal entries into this country. Bishop 
Chavez noted the tension between papal 
documents which call for the free 
migration of people on the one hand, and 
the social and economic problems this 
causes on the other hand. 

‘““PEOPLE OF good faith must 
work together...the U.S. bishops support 
the legalization of all immigrants up to 
1983. This is a life-long process and we 
can’t achieve it on the first attempt. But 
we are aware of what should be the ideal, 
and as long as we are aware of what we 
must do, we are going in the right 


,..direction. We must be people of hope, 
aoand hotsgive up.dov 


In his own ministry as a priest of the 
diocese, and as auxiliary bishop with the 
pastoral care of the Spanish-speaking his 
special charge, Bishop Chavez has 
experienced both joys and frustrations, 
but always with the hope “‘that I know 
there are great possibilities.” 


Post-conciliar renewal is slower among 
Hispanics than he thought it would be, he 
said. ‘‘Hispanics have not yet become 
more a part of the life of the American 
Church; they feel very passive and 
marginated.”’ 


THE DRAFT states that ‘‘sentiments 
alone will not be enough”’ in meeting the 
needs of Hispanic Catholics. 


Commitment on the part of the larger 
community ‘‘could help to alleviate that 
pain,’’ said Bishop Chavez. “‘It could be 
a great help and assistance.” 


ARMAGH, Northern Ireland (NC) —

As a result of her position on 
public funding for abortion and because 
of the scandal and confusion that her 
position caused, Archbishop Szoka on 
Feb. 23, 1983, withdrew his approval of 
her appointment as director of social 
services in. the state of Michigan and 
called for her resignation from that 
office.” 

‘“‘The second major issue is a 
disciplinary one, that of disobedience,’ 
Bishop Bevilacqua continued. ‘‘After 


without the 


Archbishop Szoka withdrew his approval 
of her appointment, Sister Agnes Mary 
Mansour remained in public office 
required canonical 
permission of ecclesiastical authorities 
and therefore was disobedient to Church 
law and discipline.”’ 


According to Bishop Bevilacqua’s 
material, in campaign position papers she 
had used in 1982 while making an 
unsuccessful bid for Congress, then-Sister 
Mansour discussed the abortion issue. 
The bishop wrote, ‘‘In both versions of 
her position paper she states that ‘I would 
support the use of federal funds for 
abortion. This for me would be a vote for 
the poor rather than a vote for 
abortions.’ ”’ 


THE CHRONOLOGY indicates that 
both Ms. Mansour and Church 
authorities were reluctant to have the 
developing details of the dispute made 
public. 

For example, a spokeswoman for Sister 
Mansour said March 30 that the nun had 
not heard ‘‘personally, formally or 
directly’’ of any Vatican desire for her 
resignation from the state job.

WASHINGTON (NC) — The

_ support for the nuns was raised — in the 
form of a resolution — at the end of an 
NARB meeting in Washington in late 
June, said Brother Patrick Hanson, 
NARB spokesman. He said NARB 
members instructed the national board to 
put the resolution into final form and 
formally express the NARB’s concern 
about the Mansour case. The board, 
composed of members from across the 
nation, then did so, issuing the resolution 
for publication Aug. 1. The NARB 
represents some 800 Religious brothers 
and associate members.

PUBLICATION OF the directory, 
which usually occurs in late May or early 
June each year, was delayed because of 
computer printing problems, said 
Thomas Walsh, directory marketing 
manager. 

The figures as of Jan. 1, 1983, 
indicated continued decreases in the 
number of priests, brothers and sisters 
and an increase in the number of 
permanent deacons. 


The number of parishes decreased by 
64 to 18,839, and 919 of them are without 
resident pastors. 


BOSTON CONTINUES to be the 
third largest archdiocese in the country 
with 1.93 million Catholics, followed by 
New York (1.84 million), Detroit (1.45 
million), Newark, N.J. (1.37 million) and 
Philadelphia (1.36 million). 


Brooklyn, N.Y., continues as_ the 


largest diocese with a Catholic population 


of 1.38 million, followed by Rockville 
Centre, N.Y., with 1.29 million. 


TWELVE SEES reported increases of 
more than 25,000, including two new 
dioceses: Las Cruces, N.M., and 
Victoria, Texas. Nine Sees reported 
decreases of more than 15,000, including 
Santa Fe, N.M.., and El Paso, Texas, 
which lost part of their Catholic 
population to the new dioceses. 


The total number of baptisms was 
down by 16,147, but the number of 
converts was up by 1,390, the directory 
reports. The’ number of Catholic 
marriages was down by 5,930. 


The total number of seminarians 
studying at diocesan or religious schools 


was up by 409.

chronology, Archbishop Pio Laghi, 
apostolic delegate in the United States, 
met with Sisters of Mercy officials March 
23 to communicate ‘‘verbally and in 
writing the decision and mind of the Holy 
See in regard to Sister Agnes Mary 
Mansour”’ and gave the order’s superior 
a letter ‘‘instructing her to require Sister 
Agnes Mary Mansour to submit her 
resignation.’’ According to the 
chronology, the letter noted that ‘‘this 
decision is final and is to be implemented 
without delay.”’ 


The May 9 meeting ‘‘was placed in a 
pastoral context to the extent that it was 
possible and was conducted entirely in a 
just, kind and compassionate manner, ”’ 
he said. 


IN THE case, ‘‘justice, the 
requirements of fair and canonical 
process and the protection of rights were 
scrupulously attended to,’’ Bishop 
Bevilacqua wrote. 


The chronology also revealed that: 


e Archbishop Szoka spoke to Sister 
Mansour by telephone for about 90 
minutes on Dec. 29, 1982. As he later 
explained, he told the nun that it was 
necessary for her to take a stand against 
government funding of abortions and that 
if she did not take such a position she 
should not accept the job; 


e She said she did not think the 
archbishop was willing to discuss her 
carefully developed position on the issue 
but wanted her to say as little as possible 
or to have him dictate a statement for her; 


e The archbishop met with Sister 
Mansour in person Feb. 14, and, he said, 
she refused to come out with a statement 
against abortion funding, so he told her 
he would have to call for her resignation 
from her job; 


e The archbishop met with two 
members of the Detroit provincial council 
of the Mercy Sisters of the Union Feb. 28 
(after he had called for Sister Mansour’s 
resignation) and with the five-member 
council March 4; 


© The archbishop said that when he 
had met with the Mercy Sisters March 4, 
they had told him they thought Sister 
Mansour’s opposition to abortion had 
been sufficiently delineated and that she 
did not need his approval to remain in

® On March 10 Archbishop Szoka 
presented a report on the situation to the 
Vatican through the offices of Archbishop 
Laghi, the apostolic delegate. In the 
report, he emphasized ‘‘that Catholic 
people are confused, disturbed and 
dismayed by the spectacle of a Catholic 
nun being in the position of director of a 
department which pays for abortions.”’ 


¢ The order’s superior was given 10 
days to respond in writing to the letter 
given her March 23 by Archbishop Laghi 
calling for her to require Sister Mansour 
to resign; 


e After two extensions of the 10-day 
deadline, the superior on April 11 
requested a formal reconsideration of the 
Vatican’s decision and Archbishop Laghi 
subsequently sent the request on to 
Rome. She had earlier broached the 
matter and raised the possibility of a 
compromise, but Archbishop Laghi 
rejected such a possibility; 


e Also on April 11, the superior told 
Archbishop Laghi that the Sisters of 
Mercy had approved Sister Mansour’s 
request ‘‘for a simple leave of absence 
from the religious community;”’ 


¢ The Vatican Congregation for 
Religious and Secular Institutes, at Pope 
John Paul II’s direction, in a letter dated 
April 16 appointed Bishop Bevilacqua its 
delegate in the dispute; 

e At the May 9 meeting, Bishop 
Bevilacqua gave Sister Mansour a 
communication from the Holy See 
requiring that ‘‘in the name of the Holy 
See and by virtue of her vow of obedience 
to the holy father that she immediately 
resign her position’’ or Bishop Bevilacqua 
would ‘‘be compelled to initiate the 
canonical process...entailing dismissal 
from the Religious congregation of the 
Sisters of Mercy and the loss of! her 
canonical status as a religious Sister;”’ 


e Sister Mansour told Bishop 
Bevilacqua she wished an immediate 
dispensation from vows and — after 
attempting to dissuade her or give her 
more time to consider — he dispensed her 
from her vows.

LA CARTA recomienda que los 
sacerdotes que prestan sus servicios entre 
los hispanos se registren en cursos de 
idioma espafiol, y hay _ requisitos 
diocesanos que los sacerdotes deben tener 
algtin entrenamiento en el idoma espafiol 
después de ordenados, noté el Obispo 
Chavez. Pero él piensa que cuando menos 
“‘una probadita’’ de espafiol durante su 
formacién en el seminario seria de gran 
asistencia para sus estudios de lenguaje 
posteriores. 


La carta recomienda que los didconos 
permanentes hispanos desarrollen sus 
habilidades para predicar y en general 
“‘que sean Ilamados con més frecuencia a 
practicar su ministerio de la Palabra.’’ 
Sin embargo, de la media docena de 
didconos de habla hispana de la didcesis, 
noté el Obispo, tinicamente dos han sido 
ordenados para esta didcesis, y 
unicamente uno de los dos es 
mexicoamericano; ninguno practica en el 
Valle Imperial. Se necesitan mas 
didconos hispanoparlantes, reconocié el 
Obispo, pero las vocaciones dependen de 
la concientizacién del papel del didcono 
entre los mismos hispanos. 


La Didcesis de San Diego duplica todos 
los programas de educacién religiosa y de 
formaci6n catequista del inglés al espafiol, 
notd el Obispo Chavez, de esta manera 
respondiendo a un punto importante en la 
carta, ‘Pero estamos muy atrasados en la 
formacién de los laicos,’’ dijo. 


La carta expresa consternacién por los 
esfuerzos de las ‘‘sectas’’ protestantes de 
convertir a los hispanos catdlicos en una 
‘“‘manera anti-ecuménica,’’ lo cual 
“divide al pueblo hispano y sus familias 
con sus predicaciones en un espiritu anti- 
catdlico que dificilmente se puede decir 
que emana del Evangelio de Jesucristo.”’ 


El problema que confronta la Iglesia 
Catélica es serio, reconoce el Obispo. 
“Por cada catequista laico catdlico hay 


diez ministros protestantes,’’ dijo el Sr. 
Obispo. ‘‘Tenemos que aceptar que 
estamos perdiendo miles de hispanos 
catélicos porque no hay quien les ayude a 
entender su fe, llamandolos de puerta en 
puerta u ofreciendo alguna otra forma de 
alimento espiritual.’’ 


LA CARTA trata de asuntos de justicia 
social, importantisimos para ésta didcesis 
debido a nuestra frontera comtin con 
México y las grandes cantidades de 
entradas ilegales a este pais. El Obispo 
Chavez notdéd la tensidn entre los 
documentos papales que piden una libre 
emigracién del pueblo por un lado, y los 
problemas sociales y econédmicos que esto 
causa por el otro. 


“‘Personas de buena fe deben trabajar 
juntos...los obispos de Estados Unidos 
respaldan la legalizacidn de todos los 
inmigrantes hasta 1983. Este es un 
proceso de larga duracidn y no podremos 
lograrlo al primer intento. Pero estamos 
conscientes de lo que seria el ideal, y 
desde el momento que sabemos lo que 
debemos de hacer, vamos en direccién 
correcta. Debemos ser un pueblo de 
esperanza, y no dejarnos vencer.”’ 


De su propio ministerio como sacerdote 
de la didécesis y como obispo auxiliar con 
el encargo del cuidado pastoral de los 
hispanos, el Sr. Obispo Chavez ha 
experimentado tanto alegrias como 
frustraciones, pero siempre con la 
esperanza de que ‘‘yo sé que hay grandes 
posibilidades.”’

The Vatican Collection — The Papacy and 
Art, 237 works of art specially loaned by 
Pope John Paul II, are being shown in 
three U.S. cities this year: New York, 
Chicago and San Francisco. The San 
Francisco exhibit runs November 19 
through February 19, 1984. 

One may ask: Is the exhibit worthwhile 
enough to make the effort to see it? The 
answer is yes. 


FOR ONE thing, a trip to San 
Francisco is much shorter than a journey 
to Rome. The items selected and 


exhibited are, in some cases, masterpieces 
of painting and sculpture; others are of 
surpassing religious and historical 
significance. 

They reflect papal ‘‘collecting’’ since 
the founding of the original church of St. 
Peter in 320 A.D. and of the Vatican up 
to the present day. 


Some are loaned from St. Peter’s 
Basilica, some from the Sistine Chapel, 
others from the nine separate Vatican 
Museums and Library. 


THE NEW YORK and Chicago 
exhibits reflect taste, plenty of room for 
viewing and good lighting, which in some 
instances were superior to their regular 
habitat in Rome. One can expect the San 
Francisco exhibit to be equally well done. 


The art runs the time span from earliest

© Staying Alive (Paramount) 

John Travolta five years after Saturday 
Night Fever. Loud, vulgar, mediocre, 
with a benign view of fornication; script 
and direction by Sylvester Stallone. 
A-IIl, adults; PG, parental guidance. 

© The Draughtsman’s Contract (UA 
Classics) 

A pretentious period piece (17th- 
century England), clever but eventually 
boring. Considerable male nudity and 
pervasive amorality get this an: O, 
morally offensive: R, restricted.

Another’ sequel to Bruce, the great 
white man-eater. Superb technical effects 
can’t mask the fact that this is a dull, 
plodding, altogether mediocre but violent 
bore.

Christian times to the now and back 
including classical Rome, Greece, 
Etruria and Egypt. Such pre-Christian 
objects as The Apollo Belvedere, a bronze 
statue attributed to Leochares in 330 B.C. 
reflect the popes’ conservation of 
mankind’s heritage in art, sometimes 
endangered by war, strife, plunderers, 
rival-collectors and museums. 


The visitor’s imigination will be 
stimulated and the eyes delighted by 
paintings such as Fra 
Angelico’s panels of the Life of St. 
Nicholas, Leonardo’s St. Jerome, Raphael's 
Theological Virtues, Caravaggio’s The 
Disposition of Christ, Poussin’s Martyrdom of 
St. Erasmus, Raphael’s tapesty for the 
Sistine Chapel, depicting Christ and the 
miraculous draught of fishes. 


This list ‘‘samples’’ the scope of objects 
shown. The entire exhibit is, of course, a 
sampling of the thousands of priceless 
religious and historical items that make 
up the papal collections and the Vatican 
complex. 

SOME ITALIANS have complained 
that this assemblage should never have 
left Rome. Some art experts here and 
abroad have complained that the exhibit 
is hodge-podge, lacks definition and 
thematic and chronological sequence, 
such as contained in the recent special 
exhibits of objects from the Tut tomb or 
the showing of El Greco’s masterworks 
from Spain. 

Overlooked and underplayed also by 
the critics is the underlying religious and 
spiritual theme in selecting more than 
three-quarters of the 237 works shown. 

These are precious and _ spiritually 
motivating to the thousands of Christians 
who can view them, for a short time, here
